We  invite  our  readers  to  submit  any  questions  or  problems  relating  to  U. 
Early  American  or  Canadian  Coins,  Medals,  Tokens,  Literature,  etc.,  inclua 
Patterns,  Restrikes  and  similar  material.  The  questions  of  most  general  intei 
will  be  answered  in  detail  here;  others  will  receive  written  replies  on  receipl 
a stamped  self-addressed  envelope. 

Ques.  I understand  that  many  Canadian  Obsolete  Bank  No: 
are  actually  still  redeemable,  and  therefore  worth  face  value.  Is  t 
true,  and  what  are  the  banks?  B.  M.,  Detroit,  Mich. 

Ans.  Absolutely  true.  Besides  the  ten  bonks  that  were  stilll 
operation  in  1951,  fifty-seven  Canadian  banks  issued  notes  datl 
back  to  1817,  that  are  still  legal  tender  at  their  face  value  c 
redeemable.  The  name  "obsolete"  is  hardly  applicable  to  these; 
would  prefer  to  restrict  it  to  the  nonredeemable  notes  of  banks  tH 
collapsed  and  to  the  notes  of  so-called  banking  companies  tH 
operated  out  of  small  and  obscure  offices  in  Canada  to  escape  prei 
ecution  in  the  United  States,  serving  no  purpose  except  to  issue  tH 
own  paper  money.  For  a list  of  the  banks  in  question,  see  C.. 
Howard's  "Canadian  Banks  and  Bank-Notes  — A Record,"  repu 
lished  from  "The  Canadian  Banker,"  c.  1951.  The  account  th' 
given  is  accurate  though  not  quite  complete,  as  Howard  fails 
mention  several  obsolete  banks,  among  them  Dobie  and  BadgI 
Bankers  (Montreal,  1790),  Thomas  & Wm.  Molson  (1837),  e 
Howard  does  not  attempt  to  list  every  issue  of  note  from  ev.j 
legitimate  Canadian  bank,  nor  has  anyone  else,  so  far,  but 
eventually  would  like  to  do  so.  For  that  reason  we  are  encourage 
the  acquisition  and  study  of  early  "Canadian  Chartered  Bank  Notfl 
among  our  customers,  and  would  like  to  buy  any  individual  notest 
collections  available.  Since  we  are  also  interested  in  the  really  obsoll 
items,  we  would  be  happy  to  identify  and  authenticate  any  note  s^ 
to  us.  Anyone  knowing  of  a collection  or  hoard  of  this  sort  of  matei-i 
would  do  well  to  communicate  with  us. 

Ques.  Have  you  any  comments  to  make  on  the  Nova  Scot 
"HOPWOOD"  tokens,  Breton  #898,  Leroux  #448.  Is  this  rare  pi<J 
still  an  unsolved  mystery?  I have  only  seen  one  specimen.  R.  T. , 
Verdun,  P.  Q.,  Canada. 

Ans.  The  "Hopwood"  card  has  upon  the  obv.  a shield,  witfj 
streamer  below  bearing  the  inscription  GRADATIM,  below  that  ' 
date  1852;  upon  the  rev.,  in  five  lines  (the  first  two  curved 
ROBERT  HOPWOOD  & SON  / NOVA  SCOTIA  / CROSSFIELC 
WELLINGTON  / MILLS,  a small  ornament  between  the  first  q 
second  lines.  The  diameter  is  about  28mm;  it  is  found  in  bror. 
(regularly),  the  W.W.C.  Wilson  collection  had  a specimen  in  wHI 
metal  counterstamped  "15"  upon  the  obverse.  Dr.  Leroux  listed 
pieces  in  both  his  1888  and  1892  references,  having  found  it  • 
scribed  in  an  English  sale  catalog,  and  believing  that  the  "Nl 
Scotia"  in  the  reverse  legend  was  for  Canada.  He  valued  it 
"Rarity  8"  (upon  an  R-10  scale).  McLachlan  in  1892  ("AnnaIsS 
the  Noya  Scotian  Currency")  wrote  as  follows:  "I  have  not  been  ca 
to  locate  either  Crossfield  or  Wellington  Mills.  The  above  coin  is  9 
to  have  been  struck  for  a proposed  firm  of  millers  that  intendecfc 
commence  operations  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1852.  No  specimen  exists 
Canada.  The  coin  was  intended  os  an  advertisement  card  rather  tH 
for  circulation."  Breton,  in  1894,  garbled  the  McLachlan  story  a 
and  listed  the  card  at  R-4  (upon  his  R-6  scole).  On  p.  28, 
XXXIV,  No.  1 (July,  1899)  of  the  "American  Journal  of  Num 
matics,"  W.T.R.  Marvin,  quoting  an  English  correspondent,  remod 
the  confusion  concerning  the  "Hopwood"  pieces.  "It  is  a tokeri 
check  used  in  Lancashire  Cotton  Mill,  owned  by  Robert  Hopwooc^i 
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of  Blackburn,  in  that  County.  This  Mill  is  situated  m a part  of 
.burn  known  as  Nova  Scotia,  and  -s  called  the  Nova  Scot  .a  M.  I . 
same  firm  own  two  other  mills,  called  "Crossfield  and  Well- 
n"  (or  their  predecessors  did)."  Breton,  apparently  ignoring 
)ublished  English  origin  of  the  card,  again  listed  it  in  his  IVIZ 
Tiium"  catalog,  where  he  placed  a (safe)  $3.  valuation  upon 
fiend  Fred  Bowman,  in  a paper  read  before  the  Montreal  Coin 
Dec  1 1954  (recently  published  in  the  April,  1955  L.N.A.

idian,"  gave  substantially  the  same  information  given  here.  We 
agree  that  the  coin  is  a rare  (or  very  rare)  English  token  and 
absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  Canada.  However,  Bowman  believes 
3iece  to  be  a pattern,  "very  few  being  struck  and  not  put  into 
lation  " This  is  undoubtedly  based  on  the  idea  that  neither 
/ nor  Davis  knew  of  it,  and  that  specimens  are  not  easy  to  come 
I// W.C.  Wilson  owned  at  least  one  worn  example,  counter- 
ped  "R  H & S"  upon  the  obv.,  and  "446"  upon  the  rev.  (Lot 
Wilson  sale,  1 1/17/25)  . Since  the  lettering  on  the 
1 indicates  a later  origin  than  1852,  we  can  only  conclude  that 
piece  was  issued  in  the  1 860's  and  70's,  in  small  quantities  for

clean  fun  for  the  earlier  "Canadian  Experts.'

-IS.  We  wish  that  we  had  simple  and  conclusive  answers  to  give 
iply  to  your  long  letter.  To  begin  with,  we  know  no  absolutely 
lin  solution  to  the  housing  problem.  We  wrap  our  own  few  rolls 
nc.  coins  in  "tarnish  proof"  wrappers  (Aluminum  foil  or  special, 
ide  free'  paper),  seal  them,  and  place  them  in  a cool,  dry  spot, 
ddual  pieces  are  carefully  wrapped  in  "tarnish  proof 
ch  tones  rather  than  tarnishes  in  extreme  cases),  P'oced  in  the 
2x2"  envelopes,  and  stored  in  appropriate  coin  boxes.  Cellophane 
lopes  absorb  atmospheric  moisture,  and  neatly  deposit  it  on  the 
i Then  they  dry  out  and  become  brittle  and  liable  to  crack  open, 
ig  the  coins  escape.  Celluloid  or  cellulose  acetate  containers  also 
k open,  and  can  scratch  the  surface  of  a top  condition  piece. 

albums  (and  most  envelopes)  tarnish  coins  with  the  sulphur  in 
Doper;  those  with  transparent  slides  can  abrade  a coin  s high  spots 
•iction  when  carelessly  used.  Plastic  holders,  while  highly  popular, 
excellent  "moisture  traps,"  as  in  these  dust,  foreign  matter  in 
iral,  and  moisture  can  wreak  havoc. 

ne  trouble  is,  either  you  have  your  coins  protected  and  out  of 
t-  or  you  have  them  ready  for  admiring  displays  and  somewhot 
)sed  to  atmospheric  or  other  tarnish.  Gold,  nickel,  tin,  silver  and 
ler  are  "tarnish  resistant"  in  the  order  given.  One  solution  is 
eep  coins  in  Clarke  or  similar  boxes,  mounting  them  in  trays  or 
'ers,  and  keeping  the  whole  in  a cabinet.  This  necessitates  a love 
"toned"  pieces,  and  careful  oiling  and  brushing  of  the  copper 
white  metal  specimens.  Pure,  refined  mineral  oil,  if  properly 
ied,  and  the  excess  expertly  removed,  leaves  a protective  sheen  on 
ler  and  tin,  preserving  lustre  and  protecting  the  latter  against 
dread  "lead  disease,"  a particularly  dangerous  form  of  oxidation 
,hing,  with  a jeweler's  No.  4 goat  hair  brush  is  very  effective,  if 
done.  The  cabinet  method  requires  a dry  climate,  or  else  the  coins 
I to  be  wrapped  securely  after  each  display  at  considerable  trouble. 


nere  are  as  many  "expert"  ways  to  clean  coins  as  there  are  dealers, 
ddition  to  the  above  data,  we  would  suggest  that  you  read  Dr. 
don's  comments  on  pages  44-49  of  his  Cent  book,  and  talk  to 
r experienced  collectors.  Well  toned  coins,  strictly  Unc.  or  Proof 
out  blemishes,  are  valued  more  highly  by  us  than  the  usually 
id  "cleaned"  silver  examples.  It  is  almost  inevitable  that  a really  old 
r coin  which  has  so-called  brilliance  must  have  been  meticulously 
ned  so  as  not  to  seem  so.  The  aluminum  pan  with  baking  soda  in 
hon,  often  used  for  cleaning  silverware,  is  good  for  ordinary  dull 
ish  and  is  probably  the  commonest  method,  as  well  as  one  of  the 
st.  Cyanide,  ammonia  (either  by  itself  or  in  conjunction  wilfi 
led  bicarbonate  of  soda),  and  many  other  chemicals  can  be  used, 
way  or  another.  For  our  money,  "expert  cleaning"  leaves  the  com 
ing  as  if  it  had  not  been  touched.  In  this  light,  we  suggest  that 
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coins  with  an  even  and  attractively  colored  toning  be  left  alone,  as 
will  for  a long  time  protect  them  against  less  desirable  tarnish. 

Abrasives,  of  any  sort,  are  dangerous.  Jeweler's  rouge  is  to  tl: 
avoided  like  the  plague;  it  is  simply  iron  oxide  (rust)  ground  to  fin^ 
powder,  and  its  action  is  simple  scouring.  Cyanide  and  "Instant-Dip! 
give  an  unnatural  color  to  both  silver  and  copper,  and  the  secotH 
or  third  application  (eventually  necessary)  often  gives  very  ug;J 
results.  "Brilliantize"  we  would  rather  not  comment  upon.  | 

Proofs  are  no  different  from  other  coins,  except  that  they  show  tH 
results  of  sloppy  cleaning  more  easily.  We  do  not  touch  99%  of  tH 
m,aterial  that  we  handle,  except  for  an  occasional  brushing,  or  tHj 
judicious  use  of  a little  mineral  oil.  To  sum  up,  it  is  far  better  to  leavl 
"improving"  to  the  other  fellow,  as  well  as  the  "expert"  designatid! 
in  this  field  of  endeavor.
